“It is our purpose to see to it
this money is useq exclusively
for the benefit of these children
after the vetcran-father has pass.

The same 14 likewise true
of any pensfon benefits which
may be payable ta his minor de-
pendents, Mr. Morgney said.

There are 4373 cases in active
files of the legal department and
these have been {ncreasing at
the rate of 130 per month.

The legal department of the
VA performs two main ' func-
tions. It has the supervision of
the estate of inpompetent vet-
erans and. the dependents of
veterans who may be classed as
incompetent, and minor children
entitled to some benefit under

_federal law. As its second major

function this office operates an
investigation department for ail
VA activities. In this capacity
it investigates whood, over.
payment. of 'claims, and other
facts relative to the application
;:f any benefits under national
aw. '

There are 13 ‘men in the Los
Angeles office, nine of whom are
attorneys. The legal department
of the VA exerclses’ no police
powers, Its duties are confined
entirély’ to :;lpervislon of bene-
fits ‘under. federal law, Any cor-
rective measures which may be
found indicated In a home must
be initiated by the proper juven-
ile authorities. The department
cannot, according to: the  duties
allocated to it, represent veter-
ans or dependents in personal
matters,
